One of the World's Famous Art 
Treasures. 


A friend returning from a trip abrvad 
came to me one morning and said: 
“You Know my weakness for church 
decorations; 1 want you to take me to 
Methuen to see What they told me in 
IEengland was the masterpece of John 
Letarge,”” Upon my expressing sur- 
prise that. 1 had lived in the shadow 
of Methuen for. many years and had 
never heard of such a work, I was ‘told 
that in the litthe Congregational church 
in Methuen was the most beautiful 
memorial Win.ow in America, and a 
later visit made me believe the truth 
“or such a-statement, 

But hereafter the pilgrim will not 
journey to’ Methuen for a look at the 
Lefarge masterptece alone. ‘Tu be sure 
its beauty will never fade, and = its 
splendor will ever repay the ~ visitor 
however long his journey may be, but 
another gem has been added to Methu- 
en's attractions even transcending the 
Lefarge window in iis magnificence and 
grandeur—the latest gift of Mr. E. F. 
Searles—the Washington monument. 

Men nave questioned the right of the 
Letarge winduw in Methuen Ao the title 
of the great artists’s masterpiece, but 
no such. question can arise over this 
other gem as it-is given the rank of 
Thomas Ball's masterpiece. 

America’s: first citizen to always 
speak to the people of Methuen and vis- 
jtors tn her midst, through the masterly 
interpretation in marble and bronze of 
America’s first sculptor, this is the lat- 
est gift of a loving citizen to his beloved 
home town,

Fairmount Park, Philadelphia.  Cir- 
cumstances, however, caused it to be 
completed in the stone and metal on 
the order of Mr. Searles, who saw the 
work in the clay in Florence, where for 
many years, it will be remembered, the 
sculptor had a studio. The work ex- 
iended over a period of ten years “Mr. 
Ball evolving the whole ‘design, with no 
aid, save that given by his son-in-law, 
William Couper. As Mr. Ball has now 
reache?} the ripe age of nearly eighty- 
three years. this must necessarily be 
consi ered his last important work, and 
in point of fact, he regards it as the 
crowning ach.evment of his long ca- 
reer, 

The monument is pyramidal in form, 
with a monolith rising from a square 
base of, White Carrara marble. On the 
lower part are seated four figures, 
namely, “Cincinnatus,” typicaf of the 
return of peace and the laying aside of 
military arms; “Victory,” -in- the shape 
of a beautiful woman: holding a wreath 
and leaning forward ‘in an expectant 
attitude; “Revolution,” a man of deter- 
mined mien, strong and sturdy of fig- 
ure, full of dignity and seriousness, 
with a face powerfully moceled; and 
“Oppression,” a female figure, heavily 
chained, with drooping head and strick- 
en expression, These, as well as the 
rest Of the figures, are of reddish 
bronze. In the die base above are niches 
containing colossal potrait busts of 
Washington's four distinguished gen- 
erals—Lafayette, Greene, Knox and 
Lincoln. In each the portrait is au- 
thentic, according to the best possible 
documents existing. Above all, crown- 
ing the work with rare simplicity and 
dignity, stands the massive figure of 
Washington. :

Any- 
thing of a moral or religious character 
was considered fit matter to publish re- 
gardless of its timeliness or freshness.
